E. Smed- 
ley, an Ex-Bourbon, now of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, was found dead Sunday in his 
room in a lodging house at Detroit. Mich. ■

suicide by turning on the gas, and had ' 
not been seen by his friends since Thursday. ! 

1 He was 30 years of age and a nephew of 
Messrs. A. and B. Smedley, ‘of Hutchi-t 
son, this county. He left a note on the 
table in the room saying: “My only re- 

; quest is that I be buried here at the ex- 
I pense of the city. I have no money. I i 
j have spent many hundreds of dollars j 
while here as a member of various theatri- 
cal companies.

Resolutions Adopted By a Camp of 
United Confederate Veterans. 



Two Barks Collide and Twenty- 
Two Men Drowned. 



Grenada, Miss., March 21. — An anti- 
lynching crusade has been inaugurated, 
by the W. R. Barksdale Camp, United 
Confederate Veterans, of this city. 
The following significant resolutions 
were unanimously adopted at a largely 
attended meeting of the camp: 

First, that we are unalterably oppos- 
ed to the lynching- of a human being 
save perhaps for' the one unmention- 
able crime. 

Second, that as confederate veter- 
ans and law abiding citizens of Mis- 
sissippi and of the United States we 
are violently, vehemently and eternal- 
ly opposed to the practice of burning 
a human being for any crime what- 
soever. 

Third, that we appeal in thundering 
tones to all confederates, their wives 
and daughters, and to that great and 
glorious organization, the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, one and all, to 
arise ih their might and by precept and 
example, voice and pen, moral force 
and infiuence, help put a stop to this 
diabolical, barbarous, unlawful, inhu- 
man and ungodly crime of burning hu- 
man beings. 

Fourth, that we heartily approve and 
applaud the action of Gov. Vardaman 
in his recent successful efforts to save 
a criminal from a mob bent on burn-

The American Steamship New York 
Collided With the British Troop 
Ship Assaye — The Latter Was 
Badly Damaged. 



Within a Few Moments Cotton Fell 
Nearly $13 a Bale From the High- 
est Figures of the Day — Many 
Stirring Scenes Ensued.

Dublin, March 21. — The German bark 
Mona collided with the English bark 
Lady Cairns off Dublin bay Sunday 
morning. The Lady Cairns sank in a 
few minutes. Her crew of 22 were 
drowned. The Mona, w'hich was much 
damaged, was assisted into Dublin har- 
bor. 

The Lady Cairns was a three-masted 
iron ship of 1,186 tons. She was com- 
manded by Capt. T. Evans and was 
bound from Liverpool for Timaru, New 
Zealand. She was built in Belfast in 
1869 and was owned by L. Tullcch, of 
Swansea. The Mona was commanded 
by Capt. Schwarting and was last re- 
ported at Ardressan. 

Southampton, March 21. — The Amer- 
ican line steamship New York, Capt. 
Young, from New York, March 12, for 
Plymouth, Cherbourg and Southamp- 
ton, met with two mishaps Sunday, 
grounding off Cape La Hague, France, 
in the early morning, and later homing 
into collision in the English channel 
with the Peninsular and Oriental 
steamship Assaye, under contract to 
the British government and used as a 
troop ship, bound for Bombay with 500 
troops on board. 

The New York grounded while ap- 
proaching Cherbourg at 2:30 o’clock 
Sunday morning during a fog. The sea 
was smooth, however, and the tide was 
on the flood, and within an hour and a 
half the vessel was floated without as- 
sistance. Her bottom was damaged 
and there was water in the holds, but 
she was able to proceed. 

During the voyage up the channel a 
dense fog descended. When off Hurst 
Castle, England, the Assaye suddenly 
appeared and it was found impossible 
to avoid a collision. The New York’s 
bow crashed into the Assaye’s star- 
board bow, tearing a great gap in that 
vessel. The New York’s bowsprit and 
figure head were carried away, and tho 
latter was smashed into fragments. 

There was great excitement on both 
vessels. The boats of the Assaye were 
lowered and the troops were mustered, 
but the bulkhead of the troopship 
saved her. Both vessels were able to 
enteti Southampton; and the New York 
•was docked at 6:30 for temporary re- 
pairs. Nobody was injured. It will be 
impossible to estimate the damage to 
the New York until she has been put 
into dry dock. 

It is believed that both vessels have 
been somewhat seriously injured. An- 
other troopship will replace the 
Assaye. 



New York, March 19. — Daniel J. Sul- 
ly, the cotton operator who has for 15 
months been the biggest figure in the 
cotton market* of the world, and who 
has “bulled” cotton from seven cents 
a pound to over 17, announced his in- 
ability to make good his engagements 
on the New York cotton exchange Fri- 
da}'. Within a few moments cotton 
fell nearly $13 a bale from the highest 
figures of the day. 

Scenes such as followed the an- 
ncuncement of the failure it has been 
the privilege of few brokers to wit- 
ne.ss before. Traders in the street 
have witnessed stock panics in previ- 
ous years; corners have beer broken 
and many crashes have been recorded 
but none has been accompanied by 
such frenzy and confusion. 

Business had been transacted in the 
usual way throughout the morning ses- 
sion with no indication of any unusual 
event. Shortly after the afternoon 
session, however, there was a lull in 
the pit and about 2 o’clock the an- 
nouncement of the failure was made 
by Superintendent King. 

For a few seconds there was an om- 
inous quiet over the floor as though 
the news had stunned all within hear- 
ing of the announcement. Then with 
one impulse a mighty shout went up 
from the bears, they who had been 
fighting Sully and the bull clique for 
months. Hats were thrown into the 
air to fall where they would, a mo- 
ment later to be trampled upon by tho 
stampede for the pit. Coats were torn 
by frantic brokers in their mad efforts 
to unload their holdings and chairs 
and campstools were dashed into the” 
pit to emphasize some wild broker’s 
offer to sell. Messengers soon were 
rushing in and out of the building with 
orders to sell or buy; telephone booths 
were besieged, and telegraph offices 
were flooded with dispatches. 

Outside the cotton exchange appear- 
ances gave little indication of the pan- 
demonium within until the messengers 
began to rush between the exchange 
and the brokers* offices. Soon the 
news reached the stock, produce and 
coffee exchanges, and traders on these 
markets hastened to the scene of the 
panic. Crowds assailed the entrance 
to the visitors’ gallery, but a double 
guard was placed at the doors and ad- 
mittance was refused to all but those 
accompanied by members. 

It was estimated that something like 
three-quarters of a million bales of cot- 
ton were traded in during the 20 min- 
utes of the panic that followed the an- 
nouncement. and that of this upwards 
of half a million bales represented 
“forced liquidation” or the selling out 
of men w’nose margins have been 
nearly or quite wiped out. As the 
market slumped 250 jioints during this 
period the loss falling on this element 
amounted to something over a million 
dollars. 

Philadelphia. March 19. — Large man- 
ufacturers and users of cotton in this 
I city were somewhat pleased with tho 
; collapse of the cotton cornei;, although 
i they maintain that the reduction in 
; prices will have no immediate effect 
i in reducing prices of finished products, 
j Most of the mills report that the sea-

i the high-priced materials.

Boston, March 21. — An earthquake 
Monday morning caused a tremor 
throughout the entire eastern section 
of New England. Beginning at St. 
•John, N. B., fae seismic vibrations 
traversed the state of Maine, causing 
some slight damage to buildings in Au- 
gusta, Bangor and Portland. The 
shock was felt plainly as far south as 
Staunton, in this state. Reports from 
Manchester, N. H., and Springfield,' 
Mass., state that the vibrations were 
felt distinctly in those two cities. 

Observers at the Harvard university 
astronomical observatory in Cambridge 
felt the shock. 

At Augusta, Me., lamp chimneys 
were broken and crockery was smash- 
ed. The vibrations lasted several sec- 
onds and in nearly every instance oc- 
curred . about four minutes after 1 
o’clock.

St. Petersburg. March 19. — Concern- 
ing t'ne loss of the armored cruiser 
Boyarin at Port Arthur, a private let- 
ter received here says that the vessel 
was struck by a floating mine dropped 
by the Japanese. Naval engineers are 
preparing to raise the Boyarin, though 
it ?j considered doubtful that she will 
be fit for fighting services, as it is f€?ar- 
ed that the tremendous concussion sus- 
tained from the explosion of the fioat- 
ing mine has more than likely strain- 
ed the frames. 

A correspondent who has just visited 
Port Arthur telegraphed Friday from 
Mukden as follows:

the city remains unchanged, although 
the enemy fired an enormous number 
of projectiles. The marine monsters 
in the harbor look like enormous black 
hulls and the battleships and cruisers 
bear the marks of the fighting. The 
black clouds of smoke from their 
stacks overhang the town. 

“Near the entrance of the harbor 
van be seen the charred wrecks of the 
Japanese fire ships. Aboard one of 
the farthest out was found the body 
of a Japanese officer who had shot 
hirasclf. 

“Six hours <|f firing by the heaviest 
guns during t».e last bombardment did 
not demolish a single building, but 
cost a few lives. The husband and 
children of the Baroness Frank, who 
was decapitated by fragments of shell 
flying in through the window, were 
unharmed. 

“The enemy in endeavoring to stand 
as far as ixjssible outside the range 
of the Russian batteries, rendered 
their own ineffective. The people are 
getting used to the bombardments and 
the Japanese squadron cruising in the 
offing caused little alarm. Occupa- 
tions are resuming their wonted course 
and many stores have been reopened. 

“Not a few women heroically refuse 
to leave Port Arthur, regardless of the 
tragic death of Baroness Frank. Dur- 
ing the height of the cannonading one 
woman, armed with dressings for 
wounds, wandered tffe streets ready to 
afford aid to the wounded. 

“During, the engagement between 
the Russian and the Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyers the boats came into 
very close quarters, being within a few 
fathoms’ length of each other. A tor- 
pedo from the Russian destroyer Vlas- 
tini tore off the stern of one of the 
enemy’s destroyers, her captain stand- 
ing on the bridge as she sank amidst 
wild cries.” 

London. March 21. — Nothing has 
reached here to confirm the report that 
a battle has taken place on the Yalu 
in which the Russians captured 1,800 
prisoners. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg dat- 
ed Sunday says there has been no 
change in the situation and that all is 
quiet on both land and sea between 
the Russian line from Ping Y'ang to 
the Yalu river and the Japanese line, 
to Gensan. There have been slight 
skirmishes between scouts, but no bat- 



the Russians were defeated, in spite 
of the superior numbers, is due to the 
better shooting of the Japanese and 
the fact that the Russian vessels were 
armed with 3-pound guns while the 
armament of the Japanese ships was 
made up of 6-pounders. 

In reference to the fight of three 
hours which occurred later, the corre- 
spondent says the Russians fought 
with desperation and the Japane.se 
with confidence bom of their past vic- 
tories. One Ru^ian commander wa.s 
killed early in the fight. A lieutenant 
then took command, only to fall, shot 
in both legs. The command devolved 
upon the sub-lieutenant, who also was 
killed after taking, the wheel himself. 
When the coxswain fell this vessel was 
captured by ,the Japanese. The other 
Russian vessels escaned. On the Jap- 
anese side one destroyer was hit on 
the water line, two of her compart- 
ments were flooded and her quickfiring 
ammunition was w'etted. This vessel 
retired from the action. Her officers 
escaped narrowly from a 12-pound shot 
which struck the platform in front Oi 
the bridge, killing one man and sweep- 
ing the bridge with splinters. The 
same vessel received a 3-pound shot 
through the hull, but the damage was 
repaired w'ithin four days. 

A .Japanese lieutenant who boarded 
the Stereguschtchi said he had never 
seen a more sickening sight. 'Thirty 
bodies, terribly mutilated by a shell, 
were lying on deck. As the Japanese 
approached, two Russian blue jackets 
rushed from the conning tower, locked 
themselves in the cabin aft, and re- 
fused to come out. Two stokers jump- 
ed overboard, and were picked up. 
These, w’ith two wounded men, were 
the only survivors of a crew of 55. 
■When tbe Stereguschtchi sank the men 
who were locked in the cabin sank 
with her. 

The Japanese concentrated their fire 
first on the Russians’ 12-pounder, and 
put it out of action early in the fight, 
leaving her with only her 3-pounders 
against their own 12-pounders and 6- 
pound guns. The Japanese had three 
killed and four wounded. 

Describing the bombardment of Port 
Arthur on the same day. the corre- 
spondent asserts that more than 110 
shells fell in the town. The effect ol 
the great shells from the 12-inch guns 
must have been appalling.

State Auditor Hager has determined to 
take steps to stop the wholesale filing of 
suits against corporations and individuals 
by Auditors’ Agents claiming to act for 
him by virtue of appointments made by 
former Auditor Coulter in the second 
year of his term for a period of four years, 
and which suits are being filed without the 
authority or the advice of the present 
Auditor of Public Accounts, as the law re- 
quires, according to his construction of it. 

In carrying out his determination Judge 
Hager Saturday addressed a letter to At- 
torney Frank A. Lncas, of Paducah, one 
of the four Auditor’s Agents of the State 
at large, notifying him of his repudiation 
of his (Lucas’) “pretended official action’’ 
in filling in a number of County Courts in 
Southern and Western Kentucky a multi- 
plicity of Suits against State banks seek- 
ing to have assessed against them retro- 
spectilively all deposits made with them by 
persons for the purpose of State and 
county taxation, and of his intention to in 
each instance direct that the suits be dis- j 
missed. | 

Continuing, the Auditor gives the agent | 
notice that according to his construction 
of the law, the term of Lucas as an Audi- 
tor’s Agent has ceased and that even 
should this not be true he (Lucas) has no 
power to bring suits without authority 1 
from the State Auditor.

The Kentucky Legislature closed its 
session on last Tuesday with naany good 
laws enacted. The Courier Journal 
takes occasion to recall the work of the 
Louisville members, and this reminds us 
that Bourbon’s Representative is entitled 
to an expression of gratitude from the 
Democrats not only of Bourbon, but of 
other counties.

fuse to do so, and lounge about and sub- : 
sist by secret depredations on the work- 1 
ing element of the community. j 

Mr. Thompson also introduced in the ; 
interest of our farmers a bill to prevent ' 
the adulteration of Bluegrass seeds and . 
other seeds. He was a member of the | 
Committee on Rules for the House, and 
also a member of five or six other iii.- 
portant committees. Bourbon's Repre 
sentative has therefore taken a promi- 
nent, able and effective part in the last 
legislative proceedings, and discharged . 
his duties with honor to himself, with | 
fidelity to his party and with credit to j 
the county which sent him.
